NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—President A. 


B. Stickncy of thc Chicago and Great 
Western railway, says railroad officials 
and meat packers have been living "in 
the shadow of the penitentiary" for fif- 
teen years past. Thc "misery" of this 
condition made Jlr. Stickncy heartsick, 
anil he finds joy in'the fact that he is 
no longer a law breaker. These frank 
confessions are made in'a circular issued 
»y Mr. Stickney to the'-'stockholders of 
his company in explanation of the recent 
contract made by it with thc packers for 
carrying their products from Missouri 
river points eastward. 
On the face of 


things the new rates are several cents 
below I'no regular rates,'apparently en- 
tailing a loss to the railroad • and Mr. 
Stickney's circular seems to have been 
prompted by the necessity of setting- the 
stockholders right. 


LAW WAS LONG VIOLATED. 


On doing so the railroad' president ex- 


poses the whole machinery by which the 
interstate commerce act was violated and 
tie packers given special rates. 


Mr. Stickney declares that the rail- 


roads began a few months after the pas- 
f.age of the f?dc.ral luw to cultivate rates 
unlawfully in favor of packers and kept 
it up for more, than .fifteen-years. -Ho 
feays it was only stopped by the injunc- 
tion 
of tiie United States court 
last 


nbnth. 


.(lie apologizes for thc misconduct of 


liio'railroad men by saying that they 
ftif 
at the mercy of the packers, who 


controlled a great bulk 6f business and 
cotikl play one mad against another un- 
til they got cut rates.

VIENNA, Aug. 7.—After a special in- 


vestigation among the agricultural la- 
borers in eastern Galicia, thc Neuc Freie 
Prcsse draws a gloomy picture pi the 
miserable conditions which led to the 
existing strike. The average mortality 
from famine for several years past, ac- 
cording to the Ncue Freie 1'rcsse, aggre- 
gated fifty thousand. . Laborers' wages 
range from oight to sixteen cents a clay 
and \yomen earn from four to eight cents 
a day. The peasants rarely taste bread 
and exist chiefly on a soup, the princi- 
pal .ingredients of which arc water and 
herbs. 


.. A Vienna dispatch on June 30 said 
that a great strike of agricultural labor- 
ers was in progress in Galicia, the labor- 
ers demanding an increase, in the wages 
of six cents a day for men and three 
cents a day Tor women to double that 
amount. A Vienna dispatch on August 
5 reported that there had been many 
conflicts between the striking peasants 
.and the military. A dispatch 
to the 


London Daily Express on August 0, said 
that in one encounter between tho strik- 
ers and military, thirteen persons were 
killed and US wounded and that in an- 
other case 200 persons were killed or 
wounded. 


Advices were received from Lcmberg, 


Galicia, last night, to the effect that the 
strike showed signs of coining to an end, 
compromises having been reached in sev- 
eral districts and thc military authori- 
ties having quelled thc disturbance in 
others.

SENATOR CULLOM'S TARIFF. 


Senator Cullom has enunciated some 


tariff opinions' that will probably 
coin- 


cide mprc with the average Republican. 
Senator 
Cullom -believes 
tariffs were 


mode for "the people and not the people 
for tariffs and therefore 
in consonance 


with such rSoas saj-s that while lie is as 
much opposed to'"tariff 
tinkering" as 


anybody, yet lie- is 'being; convinced 
the 


people do 'not favor the maintenance of 
liigh protection duties upon industries 
that do not need it, or tariff duties that 
aro unnecessarily high, because they arc 
n, temptation to unscrupulous manufac-' 
turors to increase prices and profits. He 
says, "several schedules in our 
tariir 


can foe considerably modified to the pub- 
lic "welfare without the slightest injury 
to any industry of the capital or the la- 
bor employed, ami the modification can 
be accomplished without agitation, which 
is so harmful, and without disturbing 
business. This should be done toy the 
friends 'find not by the enemies of Amer- 
ican' industries. We should not allow a 
disturbance like that which took place 
in 1S93 after Cleveland's election, to be 
repeated, but I fear will -bo repeated un- 
less the Republican 
purt.y is wise and 


prudent and complies with the will of 
*lic people, who in my part of the coun- 
try will not justify unnecessary 
turca-, 


tion.'1' The above is found in a late let- 
ter of Mr. Curtis to the Record-Herald, 
and as this writer enjoys a reputation 
for fairness, our statesmen 
often 
will 


make statements to him, they would not 
to their home papers. 
It i:. therefore 


very likely the tariff sefttirici'iU of Sen- 
ator Cullom of Illinois 
are 
set 
forth 


correctly and that he furors tariff 
re- 


vision under Republican nu^pices. 


This senator further thinks tariff re- 


vision or modificntion of a safe and ad- 
vantageous nature can be had 'by diplo- 
matic negotiations rather than by legis- 
lative revision, fit the same time secur- 
ing concessions from other nations that 
will enlarge 
our markets by obtaining 


more foreign trade. Ho 
continues by 


saying if high protection senators will 
not permit this, sooner 
or later they 


will be compelled to submit to a general 
revision of the tariir, and thi'.t if they 
defoa-t present reciprocity treaties and 
throw down the reciprocity 
policy, 
he 


•will feel it is his duty to -rote for a gen- 
eral revision and reduction of the tariff 
schedules without further delay.' This 
is followed with statements of what tiie 
late President JIcKinloy thought about 
tariff reciprocity rather than 
tariff re- 


visions because of the disturbances of 
business, and figures illustrating, as he 
insists 
the success 
of the reciprocity 


treaties which were put in f,orce under 
the MoKinley tariff in 1891. 


But H is not so clear if these views 


be entertained how reciprocity 
treaties 


can accomplish the adjustment of tariff 
schedules which is claimed now are un- 
necessarily 
high and a temptation to 


manufacturers unscrupulous, as the sen- 
ator >ays, to increase prices and profits. 
Further he adds, several 
schedules can 


bo considerably 
modified 
without the 


least injury to the public welfare or of 
any capital or labor. Then 
there are 


the groat trusts to con.™iTer and people, 
soane of them, are claiming tariff sched- 
ules as exist now, sustain such. Reci- 
procity treaties 
will 
not remedy 
this 


•feature. 
Tariff 
revision accomplished 


under Republican auspices might. It is 
suspected reciprocity treaties that de- 
prive some manufacturing interests 
of 


protection 
that certain other manufac- 


turing interests be helped will not be so 
very popular, after all. Some people aro 
coming to believe the most straight-for- 
ward pattern of reciprocity if 
such 
be 


the policy to adopt, is to take a pre- 
scribed per rent of the tariff 
on every 


line. 


Perhaps Senator Cullom voices a quite 


general opinion, but 
it 
will 
be found 


upon examination that the American 
people want no iooling 
with the tariff 


unless statesmen and not politicians can 
be found 
to readjust 
tariff 
conditions 


and schedules that the relations between 
labor ami capital, between people and 
government, and between 
our 
country 


and other countries that will properly 
•protect the masses oi plain people, and 
what protects them, will certainly pro- 
tect all interests alike.

The 5,739,037 farms in the country in 


(he census year produced products worth 
$-1,730,1.13,753 and the farms an average 
size of 146 acres, wore valued at 320,514,-

Texas has. the largest 
number of farms witlv tiie largest num- 
ber of acres, 'but the value of the farm 
land less than in a number of other 
states. 
The value of Wisconsin farm- 


ing hinds is given at $811,712,319, with 
eight states lending it. Illinois is the 
banner state in farm valuation, the fig' 
urcs being S2,004,316,RD7. 


The live stock farms number 30 per 


cent, of the whole, hay and grain lands 
31 per cent of the total, dairy products 
8 per cent, cotton 5 per cent. There arc 
512 coffee plantations reported, with 
a 


valuation of $1.9:32,915. 


But Wisconsin comes out Stronger in 


her dairy interests. Tho census figures 
give for the country~9,355 butter, cheese 
and condensed milk factories with n, cap- 
ital of $30,508,015; wage earners number 
12,422 and wages paid $(!,] 70,(i70.

A CHEAT NATIONAL RAILWAY. 
A movement is on foot and is making 


progress looking towards the building of 
a great national highway from New 
York City 
to 
-ihc 
city of Chicago, 


There is already jibout <100 miles now in 
cxibtcnce that is regarded as coining up 
to the standard of what is called a good 
highway, and as the distance by 
tlio 


route proposed is 850 miles, it 
would 


leave in fact only about 450 miles of 
new roadvvny to construct. 
The route 


now in genera! use is via Albany and 
Buffalo and is US7 miles in length, but 
the proposed route cuts off a consider- 
able part of this distance and is but 850 
miles .between the two cities. 


It has 'been but ten years since 
this 


movement 
was _ organized, originating 


about the period of the World's Fair at 
Chicago and the growth has been 
slow- 


but sure. The great increase in auto- 
mobiles is accountable, for the revival of 
interest, but unless special provision is 
made for these locomotives of tie roads, 
not much interest- can be looked for 
from those expected to pay the cost of 
road ranking. It is stated, however, that 
tho cost per assessed valuation per mile 
for completed road is but 17 cents in 
the state of New-York, and with pro- 
visions for the aafetv and comfort oJ the 


great ma«s of the public'who can not 
afford ' road locomotives, and{Tinotor cy- 
cles, and the many who will travel a la 
pedestrian, pcrhflj?s the scheme may go 
through.

Geneva Inventljfntlnff. 


The Genevt experiment station is 


considering the causes 'that produce the 
ripening of cheese. ' The enzymes are 
the agents that broak'dowa tho protein 
compounds and make cheese digestible 
by the 
human stomach. Bacterial 


changes seem to bo intimately connect- 
ed with chemical changes, and until the 
processes nre known little progress can 
be made in scicntlflc cheesemaklng.

defeat present reciprocity treaties and 
throw down the reciprocity 
policy, he 


will feel it is his duty to -rote for a gen- 
eral revision and reduction of the tariff 
schedules \vithout further delay.' This 
is followed with statement of what the 
late President McKinley thought about 
tariff reciprocity rather than 
tariff re- 


visions because of the disturbances of 
business, and figures illustrating, as he 
insists 
the success 
of the reciprocity 


treaties which were put in (oree under 
the McKinley tariff in 1891. 


But it is not so clear if these views

{he census year produced products worth 
$4,739,113,753 and the farms an average 
size of 146 acres, were- valued at $20,514-,- 
838. This valuation includes the land, 
the buildings, live stock, machinery, im- 
provements, implements, while the prod- 


ucts /include cwps and. animal products, 
*such as live stock, bees, and poultry. 
This, however, does not incJu'de the dairy 
interests valued at $131,199,277, which 
in the census figures are included with 
the- manufacturers' returns. 
' 


The farm acreage ii "returned at S41,- 


201,546, and = the number 
of farms 
in 


1901 was four 
times the number 
ten 


years previous. Texas has, the largest 
number of farms with- the largest num- 
ber of acres, 'but the value of the farm 
land less than in a number of other 
states. 
The value of Wisconsin farm- 


ing lands is given at $811,712,310, with 
eight states leading it. Illinois is the 
bannet: state in farm valuation, the fig- 
ures being $2,004,316,8D7. 


The live stock farms number 3G per 


cent of the whole,' hay and grain lands 
31 per cent of the total, dairy products 
8 per cent, cotton 5 per cent. There are 
.512 coffee plantations reported, with 
a 


valuation of $!<932,!)15, 


But Wisconsin comes out Stronger in 


her dairy interests. The census figiires 
give for tho country"0,355 'butter, cheese 
and condensed m-ilk factories with a cap- 
ital of $36,508.015; wage earners number 
12,422 and wages paid $(5,170,670. The 
cost of materials was $109,151,205 and 
the total product $131,199,207. In the 
]SOO census the. three largest creamery 
and cheeiie stations were New York, Wis- 
consin and Iowa, the three states having 
1,337, 060 and 500 respectively. In 
the 


laat census year 1000 the same 
three 


states lead. In the combination of farm 
and factory products from the dairy, not 
including cheese, Iowa leads with 139,- 
022,552 pounds, then comes New 
York, 


115,408,222; 
Pennsylvania, 
111,358,240, 


and Wisconsin, 106,552,649 pounds. In 
this sta-te and Iowa the farms produced 
more than dirt the creameries. 


In cheese Wisconsin and New York 


lead all ithe states. 
New York produc- 


ing in 
the census year 127,705,195 


pounds and this state 77,748,080 pounds. 
This total is over two-thirds of the total 
cheese produot of the entire counry, the 
total product having been in that year 
250,761,883 pounds, of which amount 
were made 
on the farms 16,372,330 


pounds. 


The total value of the dairy products 


of the country are given at $500,827,154, 
credited as follows: 
Butter, $268,695,- 


845; cheese, $2(i,010,fil4; condensed milk, 
11,388,818 pounds; 
value of milk con- 


sumed as milk, $277,045,100. The con- 
sumption of butter in the countrv in the 
census year was 1,474,477,747 pounds and 
butter exported 18,26i3,361 pounds. Con- 
densed milk gets a record of 173,212,458 
pounds manufactured, with exports of 
14,242,458 pounds. The consumption of 
butter per inhabitant during the census 
year was nineteen pounds and of con- 
densed milk 2.3 pounds.

men. 
. The contemplated program is that 


candidates shall not be asked for any 
opinions other than those which apper- 
tain to labor; that the members of the 
organization will retain their respective 
political faiths; that pledges in writing 
shall ;be secured from candidates, 
but 


that when elected if such candidates, 
favored by the votes of the workers do 
not fulfill their pledge, then when the 
opportunity is offered »n the next elec- 
tions to ensure that candidate's defeat 
and the election of some other man who 
will do as expected. 


While of course, the average 
legisla- 


tor will endeavor to vote for all laws in 
the interests of the mass of people, yet 
in the nature of things, no legislator can 
vote for every measure demagogues have 
fashioned out and called it a labor bill, 
or else without amendments. It is ob- 
vious that communities must elect men 
in whom, confidence can be placed that 
they will consider the just interests of 
every claaa of society, and such men can 
be depended upon far more surely than 
can the class of candidates, ready to 
promise anything 
and 
everything. If 


every interest in the world of commerce, 
of labor and of agriculture, and 
of re- 


ligion, society organizations demand of 
candidates written pledges, no 
self-re- 


specting man will -be' found who will ac- 
ce>pt any oflirc of a legislative nature. 


AMERICAN MEATS BARRED 
PROM 


GERMANY.' 


It does not appear the additional re- 


strictions placed by the eGrman govern- 
ment upon tho importation 
of meats 


into that country will meet with the ap- 
proval of the German people since the 
result of the restrictions of a few years 
ago have only resulted in making much 
higher prices. The 
newer 
restrictions 


will only make it stall more difficult for 
the mass of people to obtain meat , at 
even the current prices, because the 
country can not supply the amount re- 
quired. The importation of cured meats 
are steadily declining and since 1S9S the 
imports have declined from 
$10,971,000 


to $4,474,400 last year. Reports' from 
large German cities, such as 
Hamburg 


and Berlin state that in the former city 
the butchers actually had no meat to 
sell on one week day, Saturday, while 
in the latter the same day the prices of 
meats rose to famine proportions. It is 
predicted when the new rules are placed 
in effect it will he only the people of 
Germany who will suffer, as is the case 
now. In the nature of things this con- 
dition can not continue any great length 
of time, for the 
people 
will certainly 


manifest their displeasure in such form 
that the German government 
will be 


either uprooted or it wiH give heed to 
the peq'ple. 


A GREAT NATIONAL RAILWAY. 
A movement is on foot aixi is making 


progress looking towards the building- of 
a great national highway from New 
York City 
to the city of Chicago. 


There is already about 400 miles now in 
existence that is regarded as coming up 
to the standard of what is called a good 
highway, and as the distance by the 
route proposed is 850 miles, it 
would 


leave in fact only about 
450 miles of 


new roadway to construct. The route 
now in genera! use is via Albany and 
Buffalo and is 987 miles in length, but 
the proposed route cuts off a consider- 
able part of this distanco and is but 850 
miles between the two cities. 


It has -been but ten years since 
this 


movement 
was organized, originating 


about the period of the World's Fair at 
Chicago and the growth has been slow 
but sure. The great increase in auto- 
mobiles is accountable; for the revival of 
interest, but unless special provision is 
made for these locomotives of the roads, 
not much interest, can be looked for 
from those expected to pay the cost of 
road making. It is stated, however, that 
the cost per assessed valuation per mile- 
for'completed road is but 17 cents in 
the state of New York, and with pro- 
visions for the safety and comfort of,the 


great mass of the public who can , not 
afford road locomotives, andfmofor cy- 
cles, and the many who will travel a la 
pedestrian, perhaps the scheme may go 
through. 
, 


REPUBLICAN RAILROADERS 
WILL 


SCPFOR.T THEIR TICKET. 


The attempt to unite the railroad men 


against the Republican ticket 
will not 


succeed. Because one of their .number 
failed to secure the 'nomination for-rail- 
road, eommissionership is no reason for 
their refusal to support the ticket, and 
none know this better than those: seek- 
ing to by intrigue to induce them to 
look to the Democratic1 party that their 
unsuccessfxil candidate, Mr.. Ta'rbox, be 
placed in nomination. 
It is manifestly 


impossible that every particular inter- 
est should be represented by a place on 
the state ticket, or that every particular 
nationality be represented, and jf every 
unsuccessful interest is to bolt every 
time an intolerable condition 
of things 


would ensue. 


But the railroad men will do nothing 


of the sort. There is no reason why 
they should. The argument

taxes will bear heavily upon the em- 
ployes. This is certainly very,fallacious 
reasoning. No railroader, Republican in 
his politics, will be in the 
least influ- 


enced by any-such arguments, for why 
should ho? 


WILL BE DISAPPOINTED. 


The figuring of a few Democratic lead- 


ers at Washington that their party will 
'be able to carry the country in the elec- 
tions next fall preparatory to electing a 
president in 1394, will carry astray. 
There is nothing whatever in the elec- 
tions of this spring to indicate the least 
change of public sentiment, and most as- 
suredly if such a thing was in progress, 
the spring elections would 
have 'shown 


such. There were tho usual results, Re- 
publican gains and Republican losses, 
and Democratic gains and Democratic 
losses, through the manifestation _ of lo- 
cal issues and local likes and dislikes. A 
careful and trustworthy summing--up of 
the various municipal elections does not 
afford the least hint that any substan- 
tial change was in progress, and that the 
people are still aligned about ns-'they 
were in the presidential election of 1900.

Early cut, well cured clover hay is 


the most valuable roughnge the dairy- 
man can grow, says L. W. Llghty. A 
cow fed on well cured silage and good 
clover hay needs but little mill feed, 
and that cuts quite a figure in reducing 
the cost of producing a pound of but- 
ter, and the cost of production is the 
only end of the market the Individual 
dairyman can manipulate. 
In these 


times of close competition these fac- 
tors should all be considered. . 


Under the best conditions, with good 


cnre, we lose qnite a little of the feed- 
ing valuo of hay, corn, stover, etc., 
while curing, but by mismanagement 
we Jose as much as CO per cent of the 
feeding value. At present prices for 
dairy products our craft will sink with 
such a leak. 


Water For the Covrs. 


As a result of a series of experiments 


conducted at the Pennsylvania experi- 
ment station to determine whether or 
not dairy cattle could be fed to best 
advantage in loose pens with a con- 
stant supply of water or kept in stalls 
and -watered nt certain intervals Pro- 
fessor Harry Haywood concludes that 
there is practically no advantage in 
having water constantly before the 
cows in the stable. Cows turned into 
the yard for water'once a day made as 
good returns as those having constant 
access to water in the stable. It was 
found it required much more bedding 
to keep the cows clean and comfortable 
in the pen than in the stalls. Consid- 
erably less labor was required to caru 
for the animals in the pen than in the 
stalls. 
A smaller number of germs 


or bacteria were found in the milk of 
those cows kept in the stalls. 


Clover For Silage.

Cut clover for silage when it is in the 


best state for making hay. It may.be 
taken almost directly from the mower, 
but a very little wilting will not do any 
harm. If much wilted, use water. It 
is much better that it should bo run 
through a cutting box rather tluin put 
in v-hole, although fairly good success 
has been had by putting it in whole.

The 
new,discovery will, it is believed, revo- 
lutionize cheese manufacture, doing 
away with aH'curing rooms, the cheese 
being sent directly to the refrigerator.— 
Scribner's Magazine. 


Geneva Inve»tl;jiitlngr. 


The Geneva experiment station is 


considering the causes that produce the 
ripening of cheese. 'The enzymes are 
the agents that break down the protein 
compounds and make cheese digestible 
by the 
humnn stomach. 
Bacterial 


changes seem to be intimately connect- 
ed with chemical changes, and until the 
processes are known little progress can 
be made in scientific cheesemaking. 
Without this light advances will bo 
made, but they will be more accidental 
than planned. Without'tBis..know!edge 
we flnd it practically impossible to de- 
velop cheese of uniform quality.—Dairy 
World.
